This action is the first on the merit of the instant application. 



Claims 1-12 are pending in this action. 



Claim Objections 



Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims are 
include narrative forms. Stating or pointing out each function or step or element, 
separated by semi colon, would improve the form. Appropriate correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is recites the limitation "the unit of data synchronous" in line 7. There is 

insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chihara et al. (Chihara) (US 6,714,233 B2). 

As per claim 1: Chihadra discloses a microprocessor (fig. 2, element 23 or/and 49) 
combined with and used in a pair with a base-band processor (see fig. 2, element 35 
and/or 42) which enables exchange of information by using radio waves (see fig. 2), 
comprising: 

a central processing unit for calculation processing (see fig. 2, element 43), 
a counter for measuring time in the calculation processing by the central processing unit 
(see col. 8, lines 1-13), and an interface which enables the base-band processor to read 
the counter (see figs. 2 and 1 1 ; col. 8, lines 7-13). Particularly in (fig.2), the bus (52) 
provides interface between the base-band processor (54) and the watch CPU (43) 
which controls/provides time piece operation. 

As per claim 7: the features of claim 7 are similar to the features of claim 1 , except the 
application processor. Examiner considers the base-band processor of (fig.2, element 
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54) as an application processor and comprising the WATCH CPU (54). Hence, claim 7 
is rejected on the same ground as claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 12 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the embodiments of 
claims 6 and 12, for achieving synchronization between image and voice data. 

Claims 1-3 and 8-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). not: examiner suggests 
that the features in each claim be written separated by semi-colons, as oppose to 
commas so as to avoid the narrative forms..
